OUTRAGED villagers 
are hitting back against 
the vandals who poured 
paint stripper over 
their cars. 

Residents in Stretham 
and Little Downham were 
horrified to see red paint 
and paint stripper had 
been thrown on more than 
10 cars, causing thousands 
of pounds damage. 

Several top-of-the-range veh¬ 
icles, including an Audi A4, a 
Range Rover, a BMW and a 
Honda Civic, were among those 
with paintwork wrecked in the 
vandals’ rampage in the two 
villages. 

The attacks happened on 
Saturday, April 12. 

Residents are determined to 
catch the perpetrators and are 
putting up their own reward for 
information. 

Chris Hill, of Ely Road, 
Stretham, whose Ford Mondeo 
was covered by paint stripper, 
believes the cash reward could be 
key to bringing the vandals to 
justice. 

Mrs Hill, who works in 
Stretham’s Red Lion pub, said: “If 
everyone affected puts up some 
money, then I think we will get a 
decent reward, which could help 
us catch the perpetrators. 

“It’s an awful thing to happen 
in a small village like ours - a 
totally mindless act of 
vandalism. 


“They must have spent a 
fortune on paint stripper as it’s 
quite expensive. Some people’s 
cars have been covered in it, so 
they’ve obviously used quite a lot 
of it. 

“They have poured it all over 
our car’s roof, windscreen, 
bonnet and front bumper - I 
think it will cost about £2,000 to 
repair. 

“I hope it will be covered by 
our insurance, but then we have 
to pay the excess and the extra 
premiums next year. That will be 


the same for everyone, so it’s 
going to cost people a lot of 
money.” 

Most of the cars hit by the 
vandals were parked in Green 
Lane, Stretham, on the Saturday 
night and Sunday morning, but 
police believe the attackers 
moved on to Main Street, in 
Little Downham, where three 
cars were sprayed with red paint. 
The One Stop Shop in Little 
Downham was also targeted by 
the vandals, who graffitied it 
with the same red paint. 


Pc Kevin Humble, who is 
investigating, said: “This is a 
senseless and apparently random 
attack on property which has left 
many people out of pocket. I urge 
anyone with information to come 
forward.”

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Why Maggie meant so 
very much to so many

C RUMPLING to the 
floor, Michelle 
Fuller felt faint 
with shock. Told her 
beloved mum had been 
killed in a car accident, 
she couldn’t bear to 
believe it. Her mum was 
the heart of the whole 
family - which had just 
been ripped out. 

“He said ‘She’s gone. Your 
mum’s gone’,” remembers 
Michelle. “I just went on the 
floor. When I looked behind me, 
my little boy was on the floor 
too. Mum was my rock, my 
hero, my guardian angel. She 
was always there for me, 
always there for all of us.” 

Michelle and younger sister 
Diane Stimpson are still 
reeling from the loss of their 
mum. Margaret Thorne, known 
to family and friends as 
Maggie, died just eight weeks 
ago - when her car spun off a 
foggy fen road and straight into 
a deep ditch. She was 59. 

“Our mum was like 
everybody’s mum, everybody’s 
friend,” says Diane, 41. “She’s 
left one big hole behind her, a 
hole we’ll never be able to fill. 

“I feel cheated, to be honest. 
Mum had so much to deal with 
in her life: she’d nearly died 
three times before. But she 
always kept going, only to be 
taken from us just like that.” 

Born and raised in the 
village of Mepal, one of three 
children, Maggie’s first brush 
with death came aged seven. 
Knocked down by a lorry while 
crossing the road, she got 
trapped under a mud flap; 
dragged along the tarmac, her 
body was so badly crushed she 
spent the next two years in 
hospital. 

“She nearly didn’t make it 
then,” says Diane, who lives in 
Haddenham. “And the doctors 
said she’d never be able to have 
children. But she survived - 
and went on to be the best mum 
you could imagine.” 

A keen country and western 
fan, as a young woman Maggie 
loved going to dances in 
Ramsey; aged 17, that’s where 
she met Malcolm Allen. 

Soon falling pregnant with 
Michelle, she married Malcolm 
when their eldest was just a 
few months old. Diane arrived 
shortly afterwards and the 
family was complete. 

Although the couple 
eventually spilt, they remained 
close friends - until Malcolm’s 
untimely death in 1984. A 
metalworker, he was trimming 
excess from the side of a van 
when his blade hit the petrol 
tank and, lit by a spark, it 
exploded. 

“Our dad was a beautiful 
person too,” says Diane. “We 
were very lucky to have two 
such wonderful parents, even 
for a short time.” 

Bringing up the girls on a 
farm in Cottenham, Maggie 
went on to marry David 
Thorne, their stepdad. Working 



first as a fruit picker, then in 
the catering industry, they say 
their mum could turn her hand 
to anything. 

Describing Maggie as 
“caring, thoughtful, giving, a 
person who’d do anything for 
anyone and always put others 
before herself,” Diane and 
Michelle can recount endless 
acts of their mother’s 
kindness, from hand-rearing 
piglets and picking up 
hitchhikers to caring for a 
friend with cerebral palsy and 
taking her 83-year-old mum to 
bingo. 

“She never sat still,” adds 
Michelle, 42. “She came to my 
house every morning to get 
Carl, my boy, off to school. 
When I came back from work 
I’d find dinner waiting for me.” 

Separating from David, 
Maggie remained friends with 
him too. “If someone was in 
need it didn’t matter if she’d 
fallen out with them two 
minutes before,” adds Michelle. 
“That would be all forgotten. 
Like I said, she was always 
there for everyone.” 

In her early 50s, Maggie 
defied death for a second time - 
after developing a serious lung 
disease, cryptogenic fibrosing 
alveolitis. Increasingly short of 
breath, she dismissed the 
symptoms until, one day, she 
collapsed. 

Rushed to accident and 
emergency, doctors said Maggie 
was just hours from death: if 
she’d come to hospital any 
later, her oxygen-starved 
organs would have started to 
shut down. 

Not “one for bed rest”, 
Maggie, who lived in Aldreth, 
refused to let the illness hold 
her back. Doting on grandson 
Carl and Diane’s two 
daughters, Rachel, 22, and 
Hazel, 19, Maggie was always 


on hand to babysit, cook dinner 
or offer a lift. 

When, at two years old, Hazel 
was diagnosed with a rare 
childhood disease - 
Langerhans cell histiocytosis, a 
condition which causes sudden 
growths around the body - 
Maggie stepped in to support 
Diane and look after little 
Rachel while her mum was at 
the hospital. 

Then, along with Diane and 
Michelle, she helped organise 
three huge fundraisers in aid of 
research into the disease: on a 
country and western theme, 
the dances raised more than 
£ 6 , 000 . 

“She adored her 
grandchildren,” adds Diane. 
“When Rachel decided to go 
back to college she was really 
proud.” 

“She was there in the good 
times and the bad,” adds 
Michelle. “I was the biggest 
problem in 1998.1 had a mental 
breakdown and had to be 
hospitalised for seven months. 

“Mum had to have me 
sectioned, which was the 
hardest thing she’d ever had to 
do. But it was for my own good: 
if she hadn’t had me sectioned, 

I wouldn’t be here now. 

“She came to see me every 
single night of that seven 
months, driving all the way 
from Aldreth to the hospital in 
Fulbourn. She was my rock 
through all that.” 

Three years ago, Maggie got 
a third piece of life-threatening 
news: she had bowel cancer. 
Throughout both chemo and 
radiotherapy, she continued to 
care for the rest of her family, 
rarely sparing a thought for 
herself. And she managed to 
beat the cancer into remission. 

On the morning that she 
died, in February this year, 
Maggie was making her way 


from Aldreth to Michelle’s 
home in Ely. It was half-term 
and she’d offered to look after 
Carl. 

Taking the back road 
through Witchford, across 
Grunty Fen, she missed a 
corner on Pools Road because 
of thick fog - and her car was 
upended in a ditch. 

“That day I told her it was 
really foggy, to take the main 
road. She said she’d stop and 
get me some bread on the way 
and that was it, that was the 
last time I spoke to her.” 

When Maggie hadn’t arrived 
by 6.50am, Michelle started to 
panic. Calling Rachel, she 
asked her niece to drive out to 
the fen road and look for her. 

The road full of police cars, 
Rachel could see a car in the 
ditch - but she didn’t know it 
was her nan’s. “All I could hear 
down the phone was running 
footsteps, running down the 
road,” remembers Michelle. 

Terry Ward, Maggie’s long¬ 
term partner, was the one to 
break the news to both Diane 
and Michelle (the three work 
together, at Haddenham firm 
Anson). 

“He walked in and said ‘She’s 
gone’,” remembers Diane. “I 
said ‘Gone where? Which 
hospital?’. He said ‘No, she’s 
gone’.” 

More than 350 people 
attended the funeral at 
Haddenham church; it was 
standing room only. And the 
bingo club in Wilburton where 
Maggie used to take her mum, 
Mabel Sanders, held a charity 
evening in her memory, 
making in excess of £1,000. 

“She meant so much to so 
many people,” adds Diane. “I 
know it’s a cliche but she was 
one in a million - one in a 
billion. The whole family will 
really miss her.” 
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Parents urged to take responsibility for obesity crisis 


A THIRD of 10 and 11 year olds in 
East Cambridgeshire and Fenland 
are now obese or overweight. 

And nearly one in four children 
aged four to five need to shed a few 
pounds. 

The figures came from the Gov¬ 
ernment’s National Child Meas¬ 
urement Programme, which 
weighed and measured 80 per cent 
of children in their first and last 
primary school years as part of a 
scheme to fight obesity 

Information obtained by the 


Weekly News shows the child 
obesity crisis is particularly bad in 
the county’s rural areas. 

In the Fenland area, obesity rates 
among Year 6 children hit 20 per 
cent - 5 per cent higher than the 
average for East Cambridgeshire 
and the rest of the county 
It means the Fens have some of 
the worst obesity statistics in the 
country on a par with London, the 
worst-performing region in the UK. 

Cllr Ron Bradney, Mayor of Ely, 
who owns the city’s Atrium Fitness 


Club, said it was now time for 
parents to take responsibility for 
their children’s health. 

He said: “Parents need to limit 
the time their children spend on 
PlayStations and get them out and 
about more. They should encourage 
them to join the Scouts, the Air 
Cadets, sports clubs or anything 
that gets them healthy 

“If they don’t like sports, there is 
plenty of opportunities for them to 
go for walks. I often take my grand¬ 
children out into the countryside at 


the weekend and it is exercise for 
me and them. 

“As a council, we can also do 
more to encourage walking and 
cycling. We have quite a few cycle- 
paths, but people just don’t know 
they are there. That is something 
we are looking at now. 

“Promoting cycling and walking 
is also at the heart of the Ely 
Masterplan by increasing the 
number of dedicated pathways.” 

The scale of the problem could be 
even worse than the official figures 


suggest. Health experts believe 
many obese youngsters were 
among the 20 per cent who opted 
out of the measurement scheme. 

But Cllr Lister Wilson, chairman 
of Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s health scrutiny com¬ 
mittee, believes there has been 
progress. He said: “Historically, 
health in rural areas is worse than 
elsewhere in the county. We are 
aware about the health inequalities 
in Cambridgeshire and are working 
hard to narrow them.”

Quacking snaps get ducks 
debate ruffling more feathers 


WHO could fail to adore these 
tiny ducklings taking their first 
steps along the riverbank this 
spring? 

Quite a few people, in fact. 
These are the muscovy ducks 
which have been causing quite 
a flap in Ely. 

While some residents could 
not be happier to see the 
muscovies waddling along the 
city’s streets, others are fed up 
with the obese ducks fouling 
pavements, aggressively 
foraging for food and risking 
traffic accidents by walking in 
the middle of the road. 

After receiving more than 100 
complaints about the birds last 
year, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council began oiling 
the muscovy eggs with 
chemicals to kill the unborn 
ducklings. 

The move caused a storm of 
controversy, with dozens of 
readers contacting the Weekly 
News to complain about the 
extermination policy. 

However, one firm duck fan is 
Ely resident Karen Goodkind, 


who took these pictures while 
she was walking along the 
River Ouse. 

She said: “Muscovy ducks are 
beautiful birds - gentle, 
trusting and proud. I think they 
represent all the joys of spring. 
“As I watched and 
photographed them, one 
mother was quite content to 
allow her young to come right 
up to where I lay taking 
photographs. Their mother 
was incredibly trusting. At one 
point I was about 20cm away, 
and her young ducklings then 
began walking underneath my 
tripod and beside my legs. 
“Even when I lay on the floor 
they quite happily walked 
alongside my body without any 
concern. It was a truly 
wonderful experience.” 

But the council is sticking by 
its oiling strategy, insisting 
action is needed to maintain a 
diverse mix of birds on Ely’s 
riverbank. 

It claims too many muscovies 
could endanger the survival of 
other duck species due to their 


voracious appetite and 
rampant breeding. 

Liz Knox, head of the council’s 
environmental health team, 
told the Weekly News: 
“Because of the over 
population of muscovies, it is 
not giving other ducks the 
chance to thrive - we have to 
ensure a managed duck 
population by the river. We 
don’t want to totally wipe out 
the muscovies but we do want 
to see a healthier variety.”

ARMED robbers fled 
empty handed after a 
failed heist on Ely’s Tesco 
store.

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Workers feel 
pay rise was 
shortchanged 

COUNCIL workers say they have 
been shortchanged after being 
offered a below-inflation pay rise. 

Unison members at Cambridge 
City and Cambridgeshire County 
Councils say they are “hugely 
disappointed” with a settlement 
which will see staff earn “even less 
than supermarket workers”. 

The new deal from the Local 
Government Employers is below the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI) measure 
of inflation which is used to 
calculate pay rises for public sector 
workers and measures the cost of a 
typical “basket of goods” but 
excludes the cost of housing and 
Council Tax. 

CPI currently stands at 2.5 per cent 
and although the offer will include a 
£100 pay rise on the lowest pay 
points, most staff will only get a 2.45 
per cent increase. 

In a joint statement, Liz Brennan, 
branch secretary at the city council 
and Terry Parr, her counterpart at 
the county council, said they would 
consult the members. 

They added: “This offer would 
leave local government workers 
massively short-changed yet again if 
we accept this it will mean that staff 
on this rate will earn even less than 
supermarket workers.” 
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Scouts forced to abandon

A POPULAR Scout group 
has been forced to abandon 
its dilapidated head¬ 
quarters because it is on 
the verge of collapse. 

The 1st Sutton (Cambridge¬ 
shire) Scout Group left its 60-year- 
old hut recently after leaders 
condemned the building, fearing it 
could become a “serious health 
and safety risk”. 

The group’s Beaver colony, Cub 
pack and Scout troop is now 
looking for alternative premises 
in Sutton while they attempt to 
raise £150,000 for a new Scout 
centre. 

Alan Warner, who is leading the 
fundraising efforts, said: “The 
Scout group has gone from 
strength to strength and now has 
around 60 members, but the 60- 
year-old hut has not. 

“The roof is asbestos sheeting 
and leaking, the wooden structure 
is rotting in numerous places, the 
antiquated heating is expensive to 
use and poor in distribution. 

“There is also a constant battle 
with rodents who’ve managed to 
gnaw through wooden boxes and 
damage several of the group’s 
tents and equipment. 

“The separate store shed is very 
close to collapsing and moving 
equipment into the Scout building 
will only invite more rodent 
attacks 

“It is not suitable for disabled 
users and is less than environ¬ 
mentally friendly, save for the 
‘green’ interior walls. A new 


building is the only option.” 

The group have started raising 
funds to replace the old building 
with a new building on the land 
in Sutton Gault, which would 
have facilities for outside 
Scouting pursuits such as 
camping, cooking and camp 
fires. 

Mr Warner added: “At a time 
when young people are in the 
news for all the wrong reasons, 
this project will be welcomed 


and supported by as many local 
people as possible. 

“It is more difficult than it 
should be to raise funds for 
organisations such as Scouts 
and Guides, who run structured 
activities that help young people, 
become responsible citizens. 

“Scouting offers healthy 
outdoor activities that include 
walking and kayaking but we 
are unlikely to receive funding 
from Sport Relief or other 


sporting charities. 

“This is why we have to 
continue our own fundraising 
activities, at the same time 
identifying grant funding 
opportunities.”

Trust’s defence 
of reserve vision 


NATIONAL Trust 
bosses have hit back 
over claims that a 
proposed wetland park 
near Cambridge will 
be a huge waste of 
money. 

The Wicken Fen Vision 
project, which would 
restore 22 square miles of 
former wetlands between 
Soham and Cambridge, has 
come under attack at a 
series of public meetings in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Some people from the 
nearby villages of Swaffham 
Prior, Wicken, Fen Ditton, 
Waterbeach, Lode and Bur- 
well have spoken out, saying 
the “junglifying” of prime 
farmland would be a misuse 
of millions of pounds of 
public and Lottery money. 

But the National Trust 
said the “vision” had the 
overwhelming backing of 
the public, with 80 per cent 
of people who filled out a 
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survey saying it was an 
“excellent idea”. 

Of other responses, 13 per 
cent said it was “a good idea 
on the whole”, 11 per cent 
had “some reservations”, 
while 4 per cent were opp¬ 
osed to it. 

Comments included: “The 
countryside around Cam¬ 
bridge has very few places 
to walk and roam - most is 
intensively farmed and it is 
not interesting to walk in. 
Wicken Vision will be a 
wonderful place for the 
people of this area.” 

Another said: “Cam¬ 
bridge desperately needs 
areas dedicated to wildlife 
and, more importantly, the 
wildlife needs space.” 

Others said the idea was 
good because it would pro¬ 
vide a haven safeguarded 
from the spread of new 


housing in the area. 

National Trust spokes¬ 
man Nick Champion said: 
“We need to achieve the 
right balance between using 
the countryside for farming 
and using it for wildlife. 

“We believe the vast 
majority of the countryside 
should continue to be used 
for farming, but this corner 
of Cambridgeshire is home 
to an internationally impor¬ 
tant wildlife haven, and 
protecting that is vital.” 

But Wicken Vision critic 
Geoffrey Woollard, a parish 
councillor in Swaffham 
Prior, said: “My guess is the 
people who responded to 
this questionnaire do not 
live locally. 

“The people who would 
live near this crazy scheme 
are up in arms about it. 

“In light of the hostile 
responses, I am asking the 
county and district councils 
to rethink their reported 
support for it.”

‘Rambo’ attack 
man faces jail 


A MILD-mannered 
man launched a 
“Rambo-style” reven¬ 
ge attack on his 
partner after suspec¬ 
ting she was having 
an affair. 

Roger Clarke flipped 
when he learned Glenda 
Godfrey, his partner of 29 
years, might have been 
cheating on him with his 
best friend Duncan 
Waites. 

Clarke, 59, a chicken 
breeder who has won 
numerous national titles 
for his prize chooks, heard 
about the alleged affair 
after Mr Waites’s wife 
discovered saucy text 
messages on her hus¬ 
band’s mobile from Miss 
Godfrey 

Weeks after Clarke and 
Miss Godfrey split, Clarke 
went to confront his es¬ 
tranged partner, who was 
living at her mother’s 
house. But Ely Magis¬ 
trates’ Court heard how 
he saw Miss Godfrey and 
Mr Waites sitting in a car 
outside the house in 
Chapel Street, in Ely, 
sharing coffee and 
cigarettes. 

Matthew Bradbury, 
prosecuting, explained 
how Clarke had attacked 
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the pair, dragging Miss 
Godfrey from the car by 
her hair before repeatedly 
punching Mr Waites in 
the face. 

He also read from 
Clarke’s confession to 
police, in which he told 
officers: “I kicked her as I 
dragged her out. I then 
said: ‘Just the man I am 
looking for’ - I hit him 
three or four times. 

“It was my way of 
getting even. They had 
been assaulting me men¬ 
tally for 12 months. That is 
how long it has been going 
on. I was quite successful 
in my mission.” 

The attack left Mr 
Waites with a broken 
cheekbone, while Miss 
Godfrey suffered a fract¬ 
ured right eye socket and 
severe bruising to her 
nose. 

Mr Waites, a painter 
and decorator in Ely, 
denies having an affair 
with Miss Godfrey. He 
claims he was only 
visiting her to see if she 
was alright after Clarke 
had kicked her out of his 
house. 

Clarke, of Centre Road, 
Soham, who drives earth- 


moving machinery, plead¬ 
ed guilty to two counts of 
assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm following the 
attack on February 15. 

Michael Judkins, defen¬ 
ding, said his client had 
been driven to violence by 
the betrayal of a good 
friend. 

He said: “If they had 
been open and honest, this 
would not have happened. 
It was the deceit, under¬ 
handedness and humilia¬ 
tion that gave him the 
compulsion to exact 
revenge.” 

Presiding magistrate 
Hamish Ross warned 
Clarke that he could face 
jail for the attack. 

He said: “We are shock¬ 
ed at the level of violence 
and look upon this as a 
serious assault. It was a 
crime of passion and we 
can understand your 
anxiety when a partner of 
29 years is unfaithful. 

“But you went about it 
in a similar way to Rambo 
- you said were successful 
in your mission. You are 
59 - it is an absolute 
nonsense.” 

Clarke was released on 
conditional bail and will 
return to court for 
sentence on May 8. 


Husband 
cut wife’s 
clothes 

A BITTER 
husband cut up 
his wife’s clothes 
and poured 
bleach on them 
after she filed for 
divorce. 

Nicholas 
Turnbull, 39, cut 
up his wife’s 
underwear and 
destroyed her 
clothes by 
pouring bleach 
on them a few 
days after she 
told him she 
wanted a divorce 
at the end of 
March. 

He also smashed 
up a digital radio 
and poured 
bleach on her 
makeup at their 
home in Mill 
Lane, Fordham. 
Turnbull wept as 
he appeared at 
Ely Magistrates

AN ENTREPRENEUR from 
Ely has come up with an 
astonishing £2 billion 
scheme to save the county 
from flood catastrophe. 

Millionaire businessman Peter 
Dawe wants to build a giant 
barrier across The Wash to 
prevent a North Sea surge 
swamping homes and thousands of 
acres of prime farmland. 

Mr Dawe, who made a fortune by 
pioneering internet technology, 
says global warming is already 
sending the sea level soaring. 

He says the current defences 
along the east coast are not strong 
enough to withstand a tidal 
onslaught like that seen in 1953, 
when a 6ft surge smashed over the 
sea wall and left more than 100 
people dead. 

Only last November, the eastern 
region was put on flood alert when 
gale force winds racing across the 
North Sea threatened a 10ft tidal 
wave - and Mr Dawe says it is only 
a matter of time before it is repeat¬ 
ed, next time maybe with disas¬ 
trous results. 

His scheme, which he plans to 
unveil officially later this month, 
would create an immense barrier, 
nine metres (30ft) tall and 18

kilometres (11 miles) long, stret¬ 
ching from just south of Skegness 
in Lincolnshire to Hunstanton in 
Norfolk. 

The barrier would be made of 
“geo-textiles” - giant sandbags - 
and would contain concrete sea 
locks to allow a controlled influx of 
sea water when necessary. 

The tides could be harnessed to 
generate electricity from special 
turbines. 

Mr Dawe said: “What will 
happen if we don’t build a barrier 
is terrifying. About 18 months ago 
I began writing a book about 
climate change, and came across a 


website which uses the latest 
scientific data to show what would 
happen if sea level rises anywhere 
in the world. 

“I keyed in the details of where I 
live in Ely and got a frightening 
insight into what might happen if 
a big tidal wave surged through 
The Wash. 

“A three-metre rise in sea level 
would inundate 300,000 hectares 
[more than 1,000 square miles] of 
East Anglia. 

“In 1953, we had a surge of two 
metres and it killed more than 100 
people and left an awful lot of the 
Fens under water. 

“There is every reason to believe 
this or something worse could 
happen again. Sea level off the east 
coast is rising by two millimetres 
every year, and all we need is 
another of the severe storms 
climate experts say we can 
increasingly expect, and we could 
be in real trouble. 

“The surge last November was 
only 300 millimetres short of 
breaching the defences. If the 
water rises a couple of inches 
above the walls it will be over and 
will then start to eat away at them 
from the other side.” 

Cottenham-based Mr Dawe said 
a major flood would leave thous¬ 
ands of acres of agricultural land 
unproductive for years. 

He said: “The estimate of the 
cost of that, and all the other 


damage which could be caused to 
homes and businesses, is £100 
billion, so the cost of erecting the 
barrier across The Wash, at £2 
billion, is a bargain.” 

He said the money to build the 
barrier could be lent by banks, and 
the tidal turbines would generate 
enough power to recoup the entire 
cost of construction. 

After the launch of his project, 
on Monday, Mr Dawe plans to seek 
support from the Environment 
Agency and the East of England 
Development Agency, as well as 
representatives from the local 


councils for Cambridgeshire, Lin¬ 
colnshire and Norfolk. 

“This is not just an effort to 
prevent us being flooded, it is a 
conservation scheme,” he said. 

“The Wash and surrounding 
area is fundamentally a man-made 
environment. It is important for a 
wide range of birds, animals and 
plants. Climate change is putting 
their habitats at risk.” 

“The threat of flooding in our 
region is not science fiction. It is 
a real and present danger.”

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No extra funds but talks 
positive, says police chief 


TOP-LEVEL funding 
talks between Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police 
chief constable Julie 
Spence, and the Home 
Secretary, Jacqui 
Smith, have been 
described as “posit¬ 
ive”. 

Mrs Spence said an ann¬ 
ouncement of interim 
funding to deal with the 
impact of immigration is 
“very pleasing”. 

She is cautiously opti¬ 
mistic about the move, 
saying the “devil will be in 
the detail” and there will 
be no increase in funding 
for the stretched Cam¬ 
bridgeshire force in the 
short term. 

Mrs Spence said her 
message about the costs 
involved in working with 
immigrants, whether they 
are victims of crime, 
witnesses or offenders, had 
got through to Government 
and it now recognised 
there was an issue with out 
of date population data 
being used to calculate 
funding. 

Mrs Spence spoke after a 
summit on immigration 
and crime attended by 42

other chief constables at 
Westminster. She said: 
“The good thing from our 
perspective was that, 
although it doesn’t look as 
if long term funding will 
change in the next three 
years, they have recognised 
that the Office of National 
Statistics data is not quick 
enough to respond to 
changes and therefore this 
does impact on the money 
we actually get. They are 
going to try to resolve that 
over the next couple of 
years. The funding formula 
for 2011/12 would start to 
be more reflective of pop¬ 
ulation. 

“There will be a fund to 
mitigate transitional imp¬ 
acts. That fund comes in in 
2009 and they want to 
consult on how that will be 
distributed. 

“That would, I think, 
help with translation costs, 
help with some policing 
costs put into operations, a 
whole range of issues that 
migration and immigrat¬ 
ion bring that we currently 
don’t have a budget for.” 

Mrs Spence began her 


campaign for more funding 
to cope with policing 
Cambridgeshire’s growing 
population in September. 

She demanded an extra 
£2 million a year to recruit 
100 more officers and said 
her force had been “short¬ 
changed” by £17.4 million 
since 2002. 

She said other forces 
such as Northamptonshire 
and Lincolnshire had 
similar problems, but the 
impact of migration and 
immigration did not affect 
every force in the country. 

Mrs Spence said: “They 
clearly do understand the 
issue now and it shows the 
campaign we have run 
from September has helped 
them to understand.” 

She said she would keep 
pushing for “fair funding” 
but for the moment would 
assess what the Govern¬ 
ment had said. 

Mrs Spence said “It was 
never going to be a quick 
fix. The good thing is we’ve 
got it started now.

LifeStraw project wins 
help from Rotary Club 


ELY Rotary Club is backing a 
project aimed at protecting 
victims in disaster areas from 
contaminated water. 

Part of the proceeds of the 
club’s annual wine and 
cheese buffet will go to 
support the LifeStraw 
initiative. 

Members heard about 
LifeStraws from David 
Dutson, of Brynmawr Rotary 
Club in Wales. 

LifeStraws, or FiltaStraws, 
are simple pieces of 
equipment designed to allow 
individuals in poor conditions 
to drink clean filtered water. 
They are particularly 
beneficial in disaster areas, 
for example after 
earthquakes or floods, when 
safe drinking water is 
urgently required. 

FiltaStraw is a filtering 
system, only 10 inches long, 
with a lanyard to hang it 
round the neck. 

One end can be dipped into 
a puddle, river, pond or lake, 
and water sucked up 
through the filters, saving the 


drinker from waterborne 
diseases such as typhoid 
and cholera. 

Each FiltaStraw can last up 
to a year and cost about 
£2.50 each. 

Ely Rotary is furthering this 
project with its 19th annual 
wine and cheese buffet 
Sunday lunch on May 18 in 
the gardens of Sue Ryder 
Care, entrance off The 
Gallery (just a few yards 
down opposite the 
cathedral). 

Tickets are on sale now at £9 
per person, including a glass 
of wine. 

As well as helping in the 
FiltaStraw project, the event 
will support construction of a 
well in Zambia, another Ely 
Rotary initiative.

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Cash concern for schools 
over number of languages 


NEARLY 100 languages are 
spoken in Cambridgeshire 
classrooms, with extra 
support and teaching for 
speakers of foreign lang¬ 
uages costing £1.5 million 
over the last three years. 

Figures obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
show 95 languages are spoken in 
Cambridgeshire schools, with 
numbers swelled by the influx of 
eastern Europeans following 
European Union expansion in 
2004. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil insists its funding lags behind 
other parts of the country, and 
has echoed Cambridgeshire Chief 
Constable Julie Spence’s calls for 
extra cash to meet the county’s 
increasing population. 

Bethan Rees, manager of the 
council’s Cambridgeshire Race 
Equality and Diversity Service 
(CREDS), said: “There is never 
enough funding available. We 
could do with double what we get, 
but Cambridgeshire is not very 
well funded. 

“For instance, our Ethnic Min¬ 
orities Achievement Grant 
(EMAG) is £390,000. Lancashire 
gets £3 million. What we get is 
based on figures, but they count 
numbers rather than what 
people’s needs are.”

Schools receive the EMAG 
specifically to tackle under¬ 
achievement among ethnic 
minorities, usually by investing 
in extra language teachers and 
teaching assistants. 

After 10 new countries joined 
the EU, £565,579 was spent in 
Cambridgeshire on supporting 
youngsters in the county’s schools 
in 2004/05. The total dropped to 
£434,318 in 2005/06, but rose again 
to £460,512 in 2006/07. 

The most common foreign lang¬ 
uage in Cambridgeshire schools 
is Polish with 444 speakers, 
followed by Bengali and Chinese, 
spoken by 395 and 264 youngsters 
respectively 

Out of the 77,808 children at the 
county’s nursery, primary second¬ 
ary and special schools in 
January, 4,625 had a first language 
other than English. 

There are 22 languages which 
are only spoken by a single 
youngster, including Icelandic, 
Bikol (used in parts of the 
Philippines), Amharic (which 
hails from Ethiopia) and Catalan, 
which is spoken in north-east 
Spain. 

Councillor Jill Tuck, cabinet 
member for children and young 
people’s services, said: “We fully

support the work of the CREDS 
team, and we are doing as much 
as we possibly can to support the 
speakers of other languages in 
our schools. 

“The funding we get from the 
Government is not as much as we 
need, but we aim to provide as 
much support as we possibly 
can.” 

Julian Gordon, assistant dir¬ 
ector of inclusion at the Parkside 
Federation, said the Coleridge 


and Parkside schools have pupils 
who speak a total of 21 different 
languages at home, including 
Hebrew, Arabic, Korean and 
Gujurati. 

The federation offers an out-of- 
school international club and one- 
to-one mentoring from volunteers 
and students, but Mr Gordon said 
it tries to keep youngsters in 
mainstream classes to allow them 
to develop alongside their year 
group. 

He said: “We try to get them to 
work in the classroom where they 
can access the same facilities and 
information as the other students. 

“It’s very difficult for young¬ 
sters when they move to a new 
country. But children are quite 
resilient - the younger they are, 
they easier they adapt.” 

The issue of immigration caus¬ 
ing spiralling costs to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire public services was 
first raised by Mrs Spence, who 
hit the headlines last year after 
calling for an extra £17 million to 
pay for 100 extra officers she 
believes are needed in the county 

Figures released in February 
showed the number of migrant 
workers employed in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire rose from 19,000 in 
2004/05 to 41,000 - 15 per cent of 
the total workforce - in 2006-07. 

The county council’s schools 
budget for 2008/09 is £295 million. 


Teachers walk 
out in pay fight 

SCHOOL closures will rock the region 
today as teachers cut class. 

Hundreds of people are expected to attend 
a rally, staged by the NUT, which will kick 
off at Cambridge Guildhall at noon. 

By early this week Cambridgeshire County 
Council had received 76 replies from the 
250 schools they had contacted. And they 
predicted the number of primary and 
secondary schools with teachers taking 
part in the industrial action - which then 
stood at 18 in the county council’s area - 
would have at least tripled by today. 

Thousands of schoolchildren will be forced 
to stay at home during the protest, but 
secondary schools have promised to keep 
their Year 11 classes running in light of the 
looming GCSEs. 

The large response has come after 
teachers rejected a 2.45 per cent pay rise, 
even though it was more than the 2 per 
cent targeted for public sector pay rises, 
and above that offered to nurses and 
police. The NUT believes accepting the pay 
offer would lead to around seven years of 
below-inflation pay rises and had asked for 
a 10 percent rise. 

Members of the Public and Commercial 
Services Union (PCS) and University and 
College Union (UCU) will also strike today. 

Lecturers, who are joined to the UCU, will 
strike over a six per cent pay raise - or 
£1,500. And members of the PCS, working 
across 10 Government departments and 
agencies, will also protest at the 
Government’s policy to cap public sector 
pay to below inflation, which they believe 
will result in cuts to living standards across 
the civil service. 

Parents of pupils at affected schools 
have been told they will have to make 
other arrangements as a result of the 
strike.
